W1TH ARTIFICIAL ARTERIES. 

Extraordtnarr Oaae or Conaer-rative 
SurKorjr lii'a New ITork Hosjiltal. 

[New York Herald Intorviow.] 

"Bernard Nierney is the name of the 
patient of whom I .speak," said Dr. 
ICeeno, the house surgeon of iSt. Vln- 
eent's hospital. "IIo was employed two 
weeks ago in laying tlio blucstnne ihig-- 
ging on the sitfowalk in front of tlie 
uowly-onlarged dwelling-house at the 
northwest corner of Glintou place and 
Fifth avenue, whuu tho corner stone, a 
block weiirliing four tnm, rollo'l fi'oni 
the hand trucks, on whicli it was being 
pried along to its pliiee, nnd, knocking 
Nierney down, pinuetl liis legs lo tlio 
ground. It was ten minutes before tlie 
ponderous stone could be lifted, aud 
thou both logs were found to bo crushed 
to ajelly. -lie was at once, brought here 
iu on'olif "bur'aiiihulnncoa. ' " 

"It seemed at first tliat amputation of 
both legs would lie al)solutL'ly necessary 
iu order to save his life; but at length 
we iletonnined to try an c'cperiiueut 
never before attempted in surgery. In 
both logs the tibia and fibula— that is, 
the shiu bone Aud the one behind it — 
were crushed into a dozen pieces for a 
length of about six iiielies, e.vlouding 
from just aljove the aiikie nearly to the 
knees. We lirsi, r('iiJove<l all the 
pieces and spliiilei's of bmie, taking 
great care, however, to leave the jn'rios- 
teum, or 'inembriino surrounding flit! 
bones as far intact as pos.slblo. This 
membrane is liko tho hark of a treo. If 
it bo reiiiDved tho treo dies. 

"After along aiul very (ielicate opera- 
tion we ext rattled all tho fume, l)ut Ii'ft 
the liullow sheath t)f the periosteum 
eoinjjaratively iiitiiet. Now ciimo the 
most remarkalilo part of tlio ca.se. The 
main arteries in both legs had been 
cruslied and torn so badly thiit there 
wjis no possibility of sewing t<igetlier 
the pioecs, which wei'e literally in t al - 
ters for lialf tliedistauee from ids tinkles 
to his knees. Hut in de.ss tin 'so arteries 
could 1)0 joined togillier tlio feel ami 
ankles would wtiither away from lack of 
the nccossiirj' supply of blood. V.'e 
therefore entirely nmioved the injured 
lKjrtif)ns of these iirterieis nnd iiiserti^d 
very slendin- tubes of dfcaleilied bono, 
about as largt! as a ]jipe sloiii, into tlie 
severed ends, and then IkiuiuI ibeni first 
witli calgnt thread, thus nffordiiig an 
uninterrupted flow of tho blood 
through the mutilated portions of 
the legs down into the feet. 
We next drew together tho 
lUM've-s aud muscles, all of which had 
been cruslied aud sevoi-ed, and united 
them with catgut thread and tlu.Mi ])ut 
up both legs in jiltister. That wa.s two 
weeks ago. In two weeks more he will 
be able to walk on crutches, aud in two 
months from now this man, whose logs 
for a distance of .si.ic inclios were crushed 
as flat as my hand, the Ijoiies in tlieiii 
shivered to siiliiitors and tlie arteries, 
niiiseles and nerves oitlier .si^vis-cd or 
totally destroyed — this man will walii 
out of tho hospital with iiluio.st as .sound 
a pair of legs and feet as yours or mine." 

"But will tho.so tubes always leinain 
in his legs in jilaoo of the ;inei-ies?" 

"Not longi"!' than t wo iiiDiit lis or so. 
The ends of the arteries will graduiilly 
grow over the tubes toward each other 
until llioy niciit, and by tliat time tlie 
tubes, being of decalcified bone, ami the 
ciitgut threads will have been uoiuplotely 
absorbetl."

THE CIRCUS IN QERMANY- 



Tlie Perninuance Pretty iHueli tlie 
Same an In Other ConutrleN. 

[Lolpsic Cor. Sa:i FnuioL'Kio Clironicle.] 
In the first place, tho German circus, 
when it comes into a town, comes to 
.st;vy tliree or four weeks. And it doi's 
not bring any canvas tent with it to bo 
set up and taken down in an liour or so. It 
lias a wooden luiuseputup for it every 
time it comes — a rough woodmi structure 
with real windows in it. And it is lighted 
with gas, too, and not with Hickeriug 
caiuphone himp.s, v.'hich tiomctimes fill 
the whole place with a sickening smell of 
lialf-burncd wicks and distilling fluid. 
Anil then the seating arrangenieiits are 
entirely different. One does not sit on 
a narrow board laitl on carpenlers' 
iiorsos, with nothing to loan against ex- 
cept the knees and dusty shoes of the 
unfortunates aeate<l one row above and 
beliind. Tho (terman circus has benches 
with backs and cushions, so th;it one 
can take a little comfort while watching 
the antics of the clown. 

Besides all this, one can choose his 
company according to tlio size of his 
purse. If ho bo aristocratic and sort of 
reckless with his money ho can buy a 
seat in one of the forty or fifty stalls 
wliere the military men sit anil ogle the 
lady [icrforiiiers and wliere the aristo- 
ci-:ils generally sit; and for all this 
luxury and good eonipauy one pays the 
eiionnous .•sum of 7') cents. If, however, 
one does not feel like spending tho odil 
quarter of a dollar and is content to sit 
aiiKiiig the (|uiet and unostentatious 
midille-elass people, one can l)uy a re- 
served se;it in the four or five rows of 
ciisli lolled benches which surround the 
ring between it and the aristocrat ie 
stalls. If, however, half a dollar bo still 
too much money to invest in a circus 
performance, thero are tho hard, un- 
eushioned benches without any backs, 
aiul where "first come, first served" is 
tho rule, to be had for ^5 cents. And 
still cheaper and farther away from the 
ring is lilt! gallery, whore for l','i cents 
one can stand up anil see tho perform- 
As far as relates to this latter tlioro is 
not much dilVerenee between the Oov- 
nian circuses ami those of any otliiM- na- 
tion. There is, of course, the young lady 
in tibbreviiited skirts who skiijs around 
on the well-padded back of a slowly gal- 
loping, steady old hack of a horsi;, and 
jumping into the air while gaudy ban- 
ners are pa.ssed Ix'twei'ii her twinkling 
feet and the horse's back, and who al- 
lows tlie regulation four hoojis filled with 
tissue pajier to bo broken by being 
thrust against her rajiidly moving boily. 
And there is the same old clown, with 
the same old budget of stale okl jokes, 
antediluvian gags, alleged funny biisi- 
iKss and the regulation make-up which 
every clown used evou before Barnum 
wiw boru. 

Outside of this the iierformanee con- 
sists mostly in performing horses, eiiseni- 
ble riding, so to speak, by men and 
wiJinen, a little shi'.k-wire Ijalancing, 
some juggling with knives, balls aud 
l)asiiis, an act or two of tumljliiig and 
generally a final Ijiillet. True, a ballet 
ill a circus ring .isn't a very edifying 
sight, because the soft earth, even 
through a thick carpet, dnesn't give a 
very linn footing for dancers. And 
then, too, without any of the accessories 
of scenery, lime lights and tho like, a 
ballot must bo a very tame affair. Be- 
sides, oue is so near tho performers and 
can in8]ject them so closely from all 
sides that all the little points of the 
make- up show distinctly and sort of dis- 
tract one's attention from the ballot 
it.=elf. 

THE "HIOULV MUHAL" FKATUItES. 

One great dilVeronce bi'tweeii the Ger- 
man cireusus aud those of America is 
tlmi tho former do not pretend to have 
any "highly moral and instructive men 
agorie," with which to sort of allay the 
coiisoiontous scruples of the orthodox 
pillars of tho church. A German circus 
dues not even have a small elephant, lot 
alone a Jumbo and a sacred white ele- 
pluml. Nor do they give street parades, 
with tooting, shrieking, blatant brass 
bands and glittering uniforiiis, long lines 
of horses and aiiiiuals, all calculated to 
lire the enthusiasin of the wondering 
obscrvors and lead them to visit 
the performance in spite of 
previous resolutions to tlie con- 
trary. No, tho Gorman circus 
people are staid, sober aud steady, luid 
ai'o not yet educated up to the point of 
properly advertising theiiisi^lves, Kveii 
the liills whicli they put iijj tu annouiiee 
tlieir porformaiieesare sober and res|)ect- 
able. They are not, like the great, 
gaudy American iiosters, rich in color 
and bearing life-sized pictures of men 
and animals. They ai'e small and sim- 
plu, give an abridged account of the per- 
foniiauce, aud the names of performers, 
using but very few llorid adjectives t(j do 
it, and one wonders why this is the fact, 
liccause most of the perforniors are Eng- 
lish aud American, even the clowns in- 
terlarcling their German jokes with sidt! 
remarks in idiomatic English addressed 
to each other and tlio people about them 
iu the ring.

TBE PRESIDENriAL OUTLOOK. 

^SThosu who preilict Ihe eluctiou of (.'lovc- 
laud to tlis prosideucy aru uot kIuw tu 
rouder a reasonior their faitb. Thej point 
out that in 1880' Garfield was elected by n 
narrow niajority, though he wiis supported 
by the ontiro llopublioan presH of thti coun- 
try, and as a rule by the iudcpondont press. 
Now the very ablest of tho Kei)ub'.icau 
newspapers are supportiut; Oleveliuid, while 
a niajority of th'i independent newspapers 
incline also to that side. They ullego that 
thu independent non-paitiznii vote whieli 
was for Garfield is against Blaine. In 1880 
tho state administrations of Nuw York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, California, Kansas, 
Connecticut and Nevada wore Hepublican. 
Now tboy aro Donioeraetio. Tho oiroot of 
tbelr iniluouce and patronage trauaferred 
from one party to tho other muHt be cou- 
sidorttble. Fonr years i^o trade and mnuu- 
factures wore flourishing, a condition that 
always greatly assists tho party in power. 
Now'both conuueruo and manufactures are 
languishing. The tariff is uot so popular, 
and tho protection cry will uot aid the Ue- 
publiean candidate as it did years ago. 
Then it is believed that under tho civil 
service act contribution from guvorninent 
ollicials and eniployoes will not be iivailuble 
for oloetion purposes as ihey were fo\n- 
years ago. And tiuiilly the demand for a 
ohuugo on general principles has grown 
stronger by reason of the same party having 
remained four years longer in power. At 
this distance most of the reasons above 
cited appear j)lausible. It remains to be 
seen how far tlie candidature of Butli r will 
out into the regular Uoninoralic voto, and 
whothcr or no St, .lohn will do as much in- 
jury to the Uep\iblu'an cuudidule's eliauces. 
Both lilaine and I'leveland have been 
materially damaged by the scandals raised 
against them, and perhaps Cleveland lias 
lost the most ground in this way. llie 
Now York Sun, a widely eirculateil ami in- 
iiuoutial Democratic uowsiiapur, has gout^ 
over to Uutlur, but thoro aro no ohuuces for 
the election of any other candidate than the 
straight Republican or Democratic noni 
iuee, and between these tho prize uuii only 
be awarded by the election. 

A RCTIC EX I'WliA TU 

As tlio HhooUiug details of tin? Oreeley 
eipedition become known, all right-think- 
ing people nnist be convinced anew of the 
utter futility of all Arctic explorations and 
of the criminality of any govermuunt which 
encourages them. The sull'uriiigs that were 
endured by tho Greeley party ai e only a 
repetition of the oiperiouce (}f every ex- 
pedition that has over attempted to peiu'- 
trato tho iee bound regions of the north. 
Hundreds of years ago adventurous navi- 
gators made their way almost as far n(Uth 
as the Greeley i)arty have done, llud.sim 
ill 1805 reached «0 ilegroos lutith latitude; 
Parry reai-luMl H'i.iri; Markliam went to 
83.10; and now Greeley has succ(!eded in 
gettiug up to .S.'i.'il. lint what good has 
been done to any human beiug by an ex- 
ploring party having approached one or 
two hundred uiiles nearer the pole? It has 
only boon .-iccomplished with most fearful 
suffering, and the path thtis painfully 
trodden is one in which mankind can never 
follow. Nature has locked these regicjiis 
away from man, and all his attempts t{) 
penetrate them have ended iiiid will end 
diaastrously. If there were any good tn be 
gained from Arctic explorations it would be 
heroic for men to risk their lives, but none 
except a few soiontific enthusiasts believe 
that anything would be gained even should 
the North Polo be reached. It seems fool- 
ish that go'vernnienta coutiune to waste 
their money and the lives of some of their 
ablest men in such fruitless enterprises, 
while there is still so much of the habitable 
world comparatively unexplored and unde- 
velojied. The government that should 
henceforth waste men and numey in this 
most fniitless and cruel of all iindevtakings 
should bo hunted from olhee by an indig- 
nant people. 



Recreation for Young ITIcii. 

To THK EDrroii:--]iaving noticed in one 
of the loading articles in to-day's Colonist 
au alluBion to the exclusiveuess of the 
Cathedral Institute, as being one of the 
drawbacks to its furnishing a place of re- 
creation and amusement for our young men 
during the coming winter months, &c., 
I have no doubt a great many more would 
like to know, who are eligible for mcin- 
bcisbip, 

I did mako some inrpiiries on the subject, 
and was informed that one of the clauses in 
the C(jnstitution reads somewhat as follows: 
"Objects, to provide a place of recreation, re- 
union and rational amnseiiieni for young 
mou in connection with the C'hnreh of Kng- 
land;" and from this one would draw the 
conclusion that all who are not members, 1 
nsa the w<nd members, in a broad sense, of 
thu Church of England, would be excluded; 
but happening to be passing the rooms oc- 
cnjiied by the lustitnte ou Bluucliard 
•Street pretty frequently, I hiivi' noticed 
many promineid members of the lii^fonued 
Episcopal Church going in and coming out, 
and from that I should be led to suppose 
that they aru nufinbca's of the Inslifuli'. 

Now wliall, in commcui w ith numy more, 
want to know is this: if they admit mem- 
bers of the Kofornied ICpiscdi.iil CUiucli, 
why do they not also admit members of the 
other sects, whoso beliof does uot ditTer 
from that of tho Church of England oiu' 
into more tbaii does that of tho llefornicd 
Episcopal Ohnroh? 

From what I can hoar the club, for 1 
cannot call it anything else, is niercdy a 
place of amusement; that is, they |il.-iy bil- 
liards, cards, ImgatiUe, ,Vc, iinil havo a 
good time generally, occasionally looking at 
a paper (I'uiieh, .ludy and I'uu, pi'eii'ireil 
to ptiperB of a denominational character, ) 
and I do uot think that there is ever .i 
ohance for menibors to quarrel about rifli- 
gion, as it is noviu' discussed, from what I 
can learn, and a Mothodist and a llpuum 
Catholic would be no more likely to fall out 
at a game of whist than would a conplc of 
Episcopuiians. 

Now, if the committeo were to open it to 
all deiioiniiiations, would it not be better 
than for a distinct organization to start, call 
Joaqi"tt y_ ji, c. A. or what you will, bi.cuuse 
it must be ovideiil to anyone who has eyes 
that there is not a sudicient number of 
young men in Vi('torlalo make both of them 
a finaiKual snec'ss. 

I think that if tlio Cathnlnd Institute 
was made rathur less excluHive it would 
soon grow, uutil we should hardly bo able 
to recognize it. For one thing, tho gyin- 
nariiuni, which, at proseut, consists of a 
horizontal bar, coulil bo niuclii niprovod by 
tho addition of a trape/.o and iiaralhd bars, 
etc., and perhaps, as the winter comes on, 
with tho aid of more funds it could bo 
covered, and thus form a place for healthy 
exorcise during the wot weather, O 
courso thoro aro many other things that 
could be done to mako the place more at- 
traotive, if the committeo had more capital 
at their disposal.

"In the struggle to nustaiii thu people 
against tho rule of the Czar, wo ought to 
havo rucfiurau to the same woapoiis th:it 
lie uses. Our light is now, as it uvur was, 
« I'oHlninr.e. Wo have done justice to 
journalistic Skripotski, whose death w.is 
wrongly attributed to tho violence of 
thieves. He was u.xeculed by us as a spy. 
No traitor uscapes. " 

Tho police havo failud to diaeovor the 
source of tho publication. The police, 
however, seized u Nihilist at the railroad, 
station disguised as an officer of the 
guard. 

CIMNA. 

Pari.s, Sept. 11. — Admiral Peyron, 
minister of marine and the colonies, sup- 
ports tho demand made by Admiral Cour- 
bet, that France shall ollicially declaro 
war against China as a iiocessary action to 
secure the complete aucuess of his naval 
operations. 



The Figaro states that Paturnotre, 
Fronch ambassador to China, received 
from Tsung Li Y ung a declaration of war 
by China, but the ambassador refused to 
give the docunient ollicial recognition. 
Upon the ground that diplomatic usage 
reoders it necesaacy that, such a declara- 
tion should be made direct to the Fronch 
governmunt at Paris.

There are some 45 white 
minors and 25 Indiana at Lono Creek. Tho 
claims are all being worked in companies, 
tho rale of wages for labor being $4 for 
white and S2 for Indian. .Some of iho 
latter are working claims uf tlieir own. 
The gold found ia all cuarso free gold, 
and some pieces have buon taken out 
worth $26. Young Anmrica the first day 
took out 8000 in six hours. 

Thu weather has boon very favorable, 
being warm and pleaaant all aiiiunier. 
Snow has fallen on thu nioiiiilaiiis ami 
operations for thu season will have lo bo 
siiaponded in about five or six weeks, 

Tho richness of the mines liavo boon 
somewhat misrepresontud, for while 
ne.irly all tho clnrms are paying, still tho 
amount is not groat in any individual 
case, the avuragu being about $8 per day 
to the man.

EELS AND THEIR CATCHERS. 



Spearilia '<Ue li'Buizzard* of tbe Soa» 
In Thotr HldlnifPliiccB. 

[liVank ■\Vilke.soii iu Now Yorlc Bun.] 
Lyiug back of the dunes tlmt sentinel 
tho Atlantic coast of eii^tci-ii Loujj Island 
are ponds that oatch the dniinago of tho 
land. Some of these aro small, others 
are hluulreda of aoivs in area. Clinn- 
jiol.s, dug by men through tiny passes in 
the duiiea, or cut by ovcrtlowin^ water, 
lead from tho imnds iiiul biiy.s to tlie .-^ea. 
Tho.so channels arc locally known as .sea 
pouse.'S. Throii;j;h these passa^^cs the .sea 
water ebbs and Hows, supplying the 
amount of salt essential to the perfect 

frowth nnd^llavor of shell (ish and eels, 
leroo storms beating on " tho coast lilt 
tho sea pousos with sand, and dam the 
flowing waters. Then the water of tlu^ 
bays and ponds gradually hec<unes 
fresher and fresher, and tho lish deterior- 
ate in llavor, until tho ponds again 
overllow or men again dig discharging 
channels. 

These ponds are well stocked with 
oliims, crabs and eels; and there are a 
few largo, native oystei-s rcniiiininj^ of 
ttie vast number flml, oiiciqiavinl the bot- 
tom o^ all tho bays. Many men draw, 
or rake, or spear their living out of 
these const-bound waters. Years of ob- 
sei^vant experience has made them wise 
about fish, both shell and scale. Among 
those men are grizzly veterans who have 
darted hari)oons in Arctic waters, and 
who have lanced many right whales to 
death among iccbc^-gs. Old nion who 
repair spears, fishing nets and eel pots 
in tho f.ong Island llshing huts tell sto- 
ries of bloody mutinies, of exciting ad- 
Tonttu^ with savage peoples, of exinora- 
tion in nortiiern waters, and then with- 
out a snule drop from vivid descriptions 
of the acts of heroic men, who were 
true to then' comrades and who never 
shirktKl, to a detailed account of a clam 
dig — interesting in it.solf, but not heroic. 
But I started to tell of eels, not of tho 
men who catch thorn. 

DOWN IN THE MUD. 

In the fall, after the l)lack frost.s have 
brown(!d Uie forest leaves and nightly 
skimmed the shallow jionds and wayside 
puddles with ice, tho eels that arc in tlie 
rreah water bury them.selves in tlie soft 
mud which lines the bottom of tho jionds 
and bays. There, if they are not dis- 
turbed, they lie during tho winter. Un- 
fortunately for the eels, it is ni'ce.ssary 
to make a hole in the mud to enter it, 
and, though they aro dormant, they 
have to breathe, and there is another 
hole in the mud al)i)ve their heads. 
These slight and partially filled holes 
betray tlie position of tho eel to tho ex- 
perienced hshorman. Standing upright 
in his iiar-lioi lomed skiiY, he [loles iiiiii- 
self slowly along with the eel-s]>ear. At- 
tentively the tishernian studies tlie l)ot- 
tom of such portions of the bay as ex- 
perience has taught him eels freiiuent. 
Ills keen oyes'detect the holes. Tho boat 
is checked. There may bea dozen holes, 
there may bo but two. A quick thrust 
with the spear is made into tho mud at 
that iioint where the lishernum's knowl- 
edge of the habits of the elusive eels 
lead* him to believe the fish is hidden. 
It may be secured. But if missed, 
it and all other eels within feel- 
ing of the jar eaust'd by the spear 
thrust, throw up a tiny jet of air or 
water. This is called "smoking." Tlii^ 
alert eyes of the ti.>;hertueu note tho loca- 
tion of his ^ame, as the gunner marks 
down prairie chickens, and with great 
dexterity he gathers tho nnsophi.sticated 
eels that betrayed their hidmg places by 
smoking into his boat. 

Though the eels are dormant, tho pain 
caused by a s))ear as it pierces tlicm 
awakes them from their winter's slum- 
bcrii, and they are able to wriggle otf a 
poorly-made .spear and bury themselves 
anew in the mud. But their thin blood 
is too cold to permit of their swimming 
long distances in the icy water. The 
bedSing ground, if iu water suUiciently 
shallow to allow the fishermen to sei;the 
bottom, is oleaned of eels .soon after the 
beds arc discovered. Three or four of 
the fish arc secured from one position. 
Then the boat is movcil in tho desired 
direction and three or four mon; are 
picked up. In the wlntor^ if the Imys 
and ponds are free of ice, and the along- 
shore beds have been exhausted, tho 
fi.'4hormcn dig a channel through the 
pa.ss in the uuniies. Tlic fresh water 
rushes out. Tho surfao(! of the p md is 
lowered and new eul beds arc brought 
into sight. From thoso beds the famous 
catohcs arc made. Thirty, forty and as 
higli as fifty dozen have boon speared in 
one day by expert celors. Tlu^ spearing 
of eels US they lie hidden in the mudcon- 
'tinues from the chilling of the water in 
the fall until the spring sun svarms tlicm 
into active life. 

TUK MUZZAUDS OF TlIK SEA. 

As soon as the water is sufliciently 
warm in the spring they leave thfir beds 
of mud and move about in search of 
food. They arc the buzzards of tin.' sea. 
Anything In the shape of food is wel- 
comed by eels. They ceaselessly search 
for food during the warm months. They 
scour the shores, hunting assiduously 
for the eggs of fish. They appart'iitly 
know when certain fish deposit their eggs, 
and they follow them, patiently w.'iiling 
for them to obey the co.'umaiKl of natui-e 
to reproduce their kind. When the 
horaefeet approach the shore to peposit 
their eggs, which is generally on tho full 
of tho tide, the watchful eels accompany 
them to their spawning ground, and", 
with tho deceit characteristic or serpents, 
they lovingly enlwiiu! themselves around 
the shell fish and eat the eggs as the 
horsefect deposit tliciu. If tho shells of 
th« horsfifeet are cracked by idle boys, 
who amuse themselves by throwing 
stones on their hard backs iiv by 
tapping tlicm with clubs, as is the 
wont of boys in general, and of l.ong 
Island lioys in parlii-ular, Ihe e(;ls de- 
vour the wounded horsc'feet. They are 
very fond of mummies, not the Egyptian 
ones, but sea mummies, and they grow 
fat, as these worthless fish are plentiful 
in all the bays and ponds. The eels con- 
stantly patrol the shore line during the 
season when weird-looking shell fish 
come up out of the mysterious depths of 
the sea to lay their eggs. 

On Long Island the eels are rouglily 
classed as fresh water and seaei^ls. The 
latter are supposed io bo migratory, the 
nojjular su])position among the lislierineii 
being that they travel to southern waters 
during the winter and ret urn north in 
tho .spring, much as menhaden do. It 
is a.s.sorted by all the fishornien I have 
talk<!d with that if in the winter the 
ponds break into the ocean, forming a 
Bca pousc. no salt water eels enter the 
pond; while if this occurs in the summer, 
thousandu of wa eels enter the iioiids, 
where they will remain until eolrl weatlnir 
approaches, when tlu^y will re-enter tho 
Kca. When the sea pouse is open, and 
. and the channel is wide and deep, tlui 
;|fi^8h water eels loavo tho ponds, and aro 
.[■absent for woeks in tho ocean; but If tho 
channel remains open, they will return 
to, tho ponds before cold weather sets in.
